Predictions Amply Fulfilled. 

When President Wilson concluded 
his exchange of notes with Prince 
Max, then chancellor, administra- 
tion officials declared that if his 
course did not bring about what 
they hoped would be more than an 
unconditional surrender, it might 
bring about a revolution in Ger- 
many. 

Pointing today to the Hohenzol- 
lern dynasty, dethroned and ex- 
ileg, the people’s revolution sweep- 
ing Germany and the terms of the 
armistice, these officials felt their 
predictions amply fulfilled. 

Having lifted the yoke of mili- 
tarism from the peoples of the cen- 
tral empires the allies now turn to 
tasks of ‘humanity and mercy, to 
bind up their wounds and feed the 
hungry, meanwhile seeking to guide 
them to a place in the family of 
nations from which they can take 
a part in assuring that another 
such fifteen hundred days of blood 
and shorror need never come again. 

Evacuation, reparation and resti- 
tution are the keynotes of the 
armistice. 

Here are the principal things Ger- 
many must do, or, powerless before 
the victorious allied armies, will 
have done for her: 

Immedivate evacuation of Alsace- 
Lorraine, Belgium, Luxemburg, Rus- 
sia and Rumania, without further 
destruction or harm to inhabitants.

LONDON FEARS 
GERMAN TRICK. 


London, November 11.—In view of 
the irregular and uncertain position 
of the new German government anx- 
iety is expressed by some London 
newspapers lest difficulties arise to 
prevent acceptance and enforcement 
of the allied armistice terms. 

The pleas of some German papers 
that the allies ought not to crowd 
Germany to the wall so hard that 
she would be unable to establish 
herself under a democratic govern- 
ment tend to confirm suspicions in 
some quarters here that the trans- 
fer of power to the socialists really 
is a subtle device by which the 
former emperor and the militarists 
hope to obtain easier terms. It is 
contended that if such a scheme 
gained even partial success it might 
easily lead to the reaction in favor 
of the former autocrats. 

The Times and The Daily Mail, 
for instance, recall that all Ger- 
many, including the socialists, as- 
sented to the war, the failure of 
which alone leads them to abjure it 
now, They insist that the changes 
in administration in no wise re- 
moves the necessity for reparation 
and restitution. 

Allied with this view is the doubt 
voiced by The Daily Express and 
elsewhere as to whether the armis- 
tice arranged with the present gov- 
ernment would provide the guaran- 
tees demandedas Chancellor Ebert's 
administration is believed to be so 
fragile that it may fall at any mo- 
ment. 


GERMANS YIELD 


RHINE BANK. 


London, November 11,—(British 
Wireless Service.)—The following 
message was sent by wireless by 
the German plenipotentiaries: 

“To the German high command, 
to be communicated to all author- 
ities interested: 

“Radio received. Armistice was 
signed at 5 o’clock in the morning, 
French time, It comes into force 
at 11 o’clock in the morning, French 
time. Delay for evacuation  pro- 
longed by 24 hours for the left bank 
of the Rhine besides the five days; 
therefore, 31 days in all. Modifica- 
tions of the text with that brought 
by Courier Helldorf will be trans- 
mitted by radio, 

(Signed) “EPRZBERGER.,” 


This dispatch gives the first 
news that the left, or west bank of 
the Rhine is to be evacuated by the 
Germans. It indicates that pend- 
ing final adjustment of the boun- 
dary at the peace conference the 
Germans will be required to relin- 
quish control not only of Alsace- 
Lorraine, but the remainder of Ger- 
many west of the Rhine. This ter- 
ritory is roughly twenty thousand 
square miles in extent, with a pop- 
ulation of about 9,000,000. It in- 
cludes some of the most important 
mining and manufacturing districts 
of Germany and such great centers 
as Cologne. Strassburg, Metz and 
Essen, home of the prupp works. 

The territory west of the Rhine 
consists of Alsace-Lorraine, the 
Palatinate, the Rhine province, 
Se and about one-third of 

esse, 


The Rhine provinee is the largest 
of these districts. Its area is 10, 
423 square miles and the census of 
1910 give its population as 5,579,000. 
It contains great coal and metal de- 
posits and some of the largest iron 
and steel manufacturing centers of 
Germany. The most important cities 
are Cologne, Essen, Dusseldorf, 
Coblenz, Bonn and Aix-La-Chapelle. 
It is the most westerly province of 
alge 9 by which it was acquired 
n 5. 


Next in size is Alsace-Lorraine, 
Torn from France after the Franco- 
Prussian war, its restoration to the 
mother country has been one of the 
chief points upon which the allies 
have insisted in outlining theirterins, 
Its area is 5,600 square miles and its 
population about 1,875.000. The prin- 
cipal towns are Metz, Strassbury, 
Muehlhausen and Kolmar. It con- 
tains the great iron ore district of 
Briey. Its textile industries are 
among the most important in Ger- 
many. 

The Palatinate is part of Bavaria, 
which acquired it in 1815. It is 
2,372 square miles in extent and has 
about 950,000 ‘Inhabitants, It is 
chiefly a farming and wine-grow- 
ing country, although there are 
some large manufacturing indus- 
tries. 

Birkenfeld is a principality be- 
longing to, although detached from 
the grand duchy of Oldenburg. It 
is inclosed in the Ahine province. 
Its area is 194 square miles and its 
population about 45,000. 

The total area of the grand duchy 
of Hesse is 2,965°square miles and 
its total population its 1,300,000. The 
capital of Hesse, which is on the 
west bank of the Rhine, is Mainz, 
one of the principal fortresses of 
Germany. 

Evacuation of this territory also 
frees from German control the nom- 
inally independent grand duchy »547f 
Luxemburg, which, invaded by Ger- 
many at the beginnimge of the war 
has been completely under its con- 
trol since.

Copenhagen, November 11.—King 
August of Saxony has 
been dethroned, according to an of- 
ficial telegram from Berlin. 

King kriedrich August was born 

1865 and ascended the throne 
October, 1904. His wile, whom 
he divoreed in 1903 before becom- 
ing king, was the Crown Princess 
Louise, an Ausrian archduchess, 
who created a stir in royal circles 
by her escapade in running off with 
the tutor of her children.

Germany Must Disarm, 


Then, the German machine must 
disarm. The principal portions of 
its navy mustbe handed over; arma, 
muntions and engines of war, num- 
bered by the thousands, are to be 
taken from the army. 

American and allied prisoners are 
at once to be repatriated, without 
reciprocal action by the associated 
governments, and the thousands of 
wretched civilians dragged off into 
slavery from the invaded territories 
are to be returned. 

The provision for compensating 
the occupied territories for the hor- 
ror wrought by the invaders is con- 
tained in a simple sentence—"‘repa- 
ration for damage done." 

As a step to restoring the map 
lines, the treaties of Brest-Litovsk, 
Which laid Russia prone, and of 
Bucharest, which plundered Ru- 
mania, must be abanoned. Money, 
securities, precious metals and 
Other valuables looted from the in- 
vaded countries must be returned in 
trust to the allies until the conclu- 
Sion of peace.

than 300,000 mén had been ordered 
to entrain for camps before No- 
vember 30. 

Urgent telegrams, prepared three 
days ago at the direction of Pro- 
vost Marshal] General Crowder, were 
sent to all local draft boards direct- 
ing that the movement of 262,000 
men under orders to entrain be- 
tween today and Friday be stopped 
immediately. The telegrams reach- 
ed most of the boards in time, but 
a few men are known to have start- 
ed forcamp, Secretary Baker said, 
however, that wherever possible 
their immediate return to civil life 
would be arranged. 

“TI have suspended further calls 
under the draft and inductions,” Mr. 
Baker said. ‘There will be for the 
present no additional men brought 
in under the draft, and to the ex- 
tent that we can, we will turn back 
those men who have been entrained 
Ynd have not yet reached training 
camps.” 

The provost marshal general's of- 
fice had no estimate of the num- 
ber on trains before the canceling 
order was issued. All -ien assem- 
bled for entraining are to be con- 
sidered honorably discharged from 
the army and paid accordingly. Un- 
til further notice, no inductions or 
calls, except for the navy and ma- 
rine corps, will be permitted. One 
call for a few thousand of men for 
the navy is now in preparation, but 
volunteers to date have more than 
filled requirements of the navy and 
marine corps.

It also was specifically announced 
that nothing in the cancellation of 
the calls shall operate to relieve 
from the consequences of his acts 
any registrant who has heretofore 
become delinquent or deserter.

The boards were also 
directed at the earliest appropriate 
moment to issue questionnaires to 
all 18-year-old youths who regis- 
tered September 12 and to complete 
their classification as early as pos- 
sible, 


Order to the Boards. 

General Crowder, however, direct- 
ed the boards to discontinue imme- 
diately “all work connected with 
the classification of men who, on 
September 12, had attained their 
27th birthday and had not attained 
their 46th hirthday.”’

merly believed impregnable, 
that brought them to their 
knees after a month’s terrific 
resistance. 

And the division that is 
known so well in Georgia was 
one of the fighting sensations 
of that greatest of all offen- 
sives. 


‘Many Thrilling 
War Incidents. 


Some of the most thrilling 
incidents of bravery and cour- 
age of the whole war occurred 
on this front, and many of the 
heroes were boys who have 
paraded through the streets of 
Atlanta in the days of their 
training. 

For instance—- 

An east Tennessean is at- 
tached to the 327th Infantry. 
During a _ quick _ face-to-face 
bayonet advance, er a pep- 
pery fire of sXell, this boy was 
sent as a runner back to 
regimental headquarters. He 
dropped his gun and carried 
only his smali arms. The shell 
fire became so intense that he 
slipped into a shell hole fora 
moment’s cover. Emerging, 
he found himseif face to face 
with eleven Boches. Without 
hesitancy he pulled his pistol 
in a second, shot three of them 
dead as quickly as a flash, 
kicked two of them into the 
hole as he shot, and so terri- 
fied the other six that they 
held up their hands = and 
threw down therr weapons. He 
marched them in front of him 
to headquarters, and turned 
them over as prisoners. This 
is only one of the hundreds of 
similar instances that go to 
illustrate the marvelous, al- 
most sensational courage of 
the men who finally routed the 
Germans from northeastern 
France, took tne positions they 
have occupied since the early 
days of the war, and brought 
the Prussians to an ignomin- 
ious defeat. 


Germans Massed 
Their Best Men. 


I want to make clear the 
statement thai the Germans 
concentrated their most sea- 
soned soldiers, including six- 
teen divisions that had been 
especially selected for this par- 
ticular resistance, in front of 
the Americans along this Ar- 
gonne line. General Marwitz, 
who was regarded as the Wey- 
ler of the German army, hav- 
ing made a reputation in driv- 
ing the Huns in operations to 
the north, was placed in 
charge of the German forces 
directly in front of America’s 
Kighty-second and Forty-sec- 
ond divisions, Hiis mission 
wus to gpur on the German 
forces in defense of Bois Bel- 
leu and Hill 361. 

The Bois Belleu is north of 
the Bois des Chenes and about 
one and a half kflometers north 
of the Ormont heights. It lies 
directly south of the Bois 
Wavrelle. Houppy Bois is one 
kilometer west of Belleu, while 


the Bois Detrayes is directly 
north of Houppy. The height 
of the Bois Detrayes measures 
361 meters, and on its summit 
is situated the Pylone observa- 
tory. Bultry wood lies north- 
east of Molleville farm and be- 
tween that farm and the Bois 
Detrayes the German third line 
trenches ran directly south of 
Bois’ Belleu. Their main 


trench system Was known as - 


Melnich Trench, and it ran 
from the Bois Houppy to the 
eastern extremity of the Bois 
Crepion. 

General Marwitz tried every 
strategy known to his military 
experience to creck the Ameri- 
cans here, but all to no avail. 
No one feature of the Argonne 
battle was more thrilling, per- 
haps, than the capture of Bel- 
leu wood, though the pri-e the 
Am2-cans paid for this viec- 
tory was an exceptionally 
heavy one. 


Americans Chosen 
To Make Offensive. 


And thus it was during the 
whole of the great Argonne 
campaign. General Foch knew 
its strategic value, and that 
the Germans would offer their 
final and most maddened re- 
sistance. He placed the Amer- 
icans on the line to do the job. 
The  Eighty-second division 
was in that command. How 
well they did the job is now 
known to all the world —for 
Argonne was the Gernians’ last 
great stand. They were driv- 
en from it by the fighting 
courage and apbility of one of 
the greatest armies the world 
has ever known. 

Krom the beginning of the 
Argonne offensive, in that ter- 
ritory directly ia front of the 
Kighty-second division, until I 
left the front on the 29th of 
October, 487 square’ kilome- 
ters had been retaken, 195 of 
which was deiended by ma- 
chine guns. There were in the 
area 159 high crests and hills 
which had to be taken by 
storm, all being defended in 
force; 148 of these hills are 
west of the Meuse and the oth- 
ers east. In the captured terri- 
tory were 430 ravines defended 
by machine guns. 
that date the Forty- 
marched into Sedan, 
while on this entire line cor- 
responding advances were 
made. When Sedan was 
reached and the supply line 
cut the last wall of the crum- 
bling German § structure col- 
lapsed.

Eighty-second was chosen as 
one of the fighting divisions 
for this line by reason of its | 
reputation made at St. Mihiel, 
and its recognized efficiency 
as a compact, disciplined, thor- 
oughly courageous and well- 
officered unit. 

Brigadier General Burnham, 
who commanded the divisicn 
when it sailed for France and 
for several mouths overseas, 
while located in comparatively 
quiet sectors, was subsequent- 
ly detached and sent to Greece 
as a member of a military 
commission. General Burnham 
is regarded as one of the most 
competent military authorities 
in the Amerircan army, but 
was obviously physically dis- 
qualified by age to drive a di- 
vision in one of the most stren- 
uous campaigns of a world 
war. General Lindsey was only 
in temporary command, while 
the campaign commander was 
being chosen. 


Heavy Casualties 


Interest naturally hinges upon 
the casualties in the LEighty- 
second from this Argonne 
drive, in which it fought so 
valiantly and with such signal 
credit to its oflicers and men. 

In all frankness, they have 
been heavy. The rules of cen- 
sorship prevent newspapermen 
from anticipating the casual- 
ties, as periodswally announced 
by the war department, and it 
is-impossible for any one ex- 
cept the officers charged with 
that responsibility to give any 
well-defined details as to the 
number of dead and wounded, 
and the names of those who 
fell. In the course of = time 
they will be published. The 
casualties to the Kighty-second 
in the Argonne drive have not 
yet been published. 

Perhaps it would not be far 
from correct to sav the divi- 


sion has suffered 50 per cent 
casualties. That means, dead, 
wounded and missing. A great 
majority of the wounded will 
recover. Manv of the miss- 
ing will be tound in German 
prison camps. The dead have 
been taken from the field and 
buried. Kvery grave has been 
charted; and some day these 
heroes— many of whom we 
know, perhaps—will be brought 
back to rest beneath the soil 
of their native land, and be- 
neath the flag for which they 
made the supreme sacrifice. 
Of the severa! young Atlanta 
otficers in this division a few 
of them have been gassed, but 
not serirousiv: one or two 
have been wounded, but not se- 
riously. None of them had 
been killed in action, according 
to the best information I could 
gather. to the time 1 Jeft the 
front, except as has been here- 
tofore announced in the press. 


Germans Paid 
The Heavier Price. 

Let me say this— 

Kor every man in the Eighty- 
second who feit in the terrific 
battles of Octaber that swept 
the Huns terrifyingly ahead of 
them, sometimes in the face of 
a stubborn resistance, and 
again in a panicky stampede, 
the men of the EKighty-second 
drew two in return. For every 
prisoner the Kighty-second lost 
they captured two. For every 
American left on the field the 
Germans left two. It was re- 
ported by the vwbservers that 
following an American charge 
over the top, on the heels of 
an American barrage that 
struck terror to the hearts of 
the enemy, the German re- 
placements could not be gotten 
to their fronts as rapidly as 
their columns weakened, so 
terrific “the fire, so true the 
aim and so invincible the cour- 
age of these young soldiers in 
khaki.

THE ZUYDER ZEE. 


An 


the ultimate welfare of the world 
is afforded by the revival of the 
great prezect of reclaiming the 
Zuyder Zee by the Dutch. 

The war, in other words, las so 
imbued the people of Holland with 
the sense of value of fertile land 
that this great project, that has 
lain dormant through 32 years of 
peace time, has been given new 
life and The Netherlands parlia- 
ment has just voted the necessary 
initial appropriation to start it on 
the way to actual development. 

The ultimate plan is to drive the 


sea back from 480,000 acres of the: 


richest land at a total cost of $90,- 
000,000; but the government will 
not undertake to do this all at 
once. Instead, the project will be 
completed in sections, the idea be- 
ing to make the income from each 
section contribute to the comple- 
tion of its successors, thus avert- 


government at any one time. 
The first section to be reclaimed 
embraces 46,000 acres. Its redemp- 
tion will cost in the neighborhood 
Of $26,000,000, and entails eight 
years of time in its accomplish- 
ment. The government estimates 
that the entire project will be com- 
pleted by the easy-stages process 
within the next thirty-five years. 
A rental of $13 per acre for the 


reclaimed land has been fixed by! 


the government. This is high, 
judged by rental values of agricul- 
tural lands in the south; 
the productivity of the land is tak- 
en into account, together with the 
certainty of world-wide high prices 
for agricultural commodities for 
many years to come, it seems not 
so excessive. 

The Dutch government expects to 
divide the new land into 4,000 
farms, and supporting thereon a 
pepulation of 200,000; which will 
mean that each forty-acre tract Is 
expected to support sixteen persons 
and their domestic animals, in ad- 
dition to reimbursing the govern. 
ment for its own reclamation. 

In order for the land to do this, 
good farming will be necessary, 
but such are the frugal Hollanders. 
They know how to make every 
Square foot of land give a cash 
account of itself, and The Nether- 
lands authorities a:e sanguine as 
to the success of the newly-

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Development Plans, Says W arfield 


Savannah, Ga., November 
(special.)—At the convention of the 
Southern Settlement and Develop- 
ment organization held here today, 
S. Davies Warfield, president of that 
organization, and also chairman and 
president the Seaboard Air Line 
Railroad company, ana president of 
the National Association of Owners 
of Railroad Securities, made quite 
a remarkable address. It was the 
most notable incident of this high- 
ly interesting conference. 

The keynote struck by President 
Warfield’s address was the loss that 
witl, accrue especially to the south 
and west if the creetive energy of 
the railroads is to be 
as the result of governmental oper- 
ation. 

He showed the wonderful growth 
attributable directly to the develop- 
ment operation of the fh es ee 
from which he traced the organiz: 
tien of the Southern Settlement sna 
Development oryanization which 
grew originally out of a conference 
of landowners, meat packers and 
others at Tampa, Fla., in February, 
1916, 

The work of systematic 
tick eradication in Florida, 
and other southern states, 
organized et that meeting. 

The Southern Settlement and De- 
velopment Organization has been 
supported in the main by the rail- 
roads of the south who are deeply 
interested in the conditions along 
their lines and through it they had 
been encouraging a more progressive 
system of farming operations, and 
the bringing of new settlers to 
sparsely populated areas of the 
south. The wonderful development 
that has accrued as the result of its 
work speaks for itself. 

Support Cut Off. 

When, however, the government 
took over the railroads they were 
not permitted to continue their aid 
to this organization. A petition was 
sent to the director general of the 
railroads by twenty-seven United 
States senators from fifteen south- 
ern states inaking an urgent appeal 
that the general development work 
in the south he continued by the 
railroads. ‘The application, however,

‘*The situation has’ indeed ‘changed’ 
when an agency like this, admitted in ey- 
ery one of their communications, each writ- 
ten by a different official, to be ‘a hich- 
ly meritorious one,’ ‘has done a vast 
amount of good in the past’ and ‘no mat- 
ter how effective such agencies may be,’ 
must be discontinued on a mere pretense 
in order that autocratic methods may be 
firmly entrenched to replace t} which 
have been the inqans of developing the 
southern country &nd will continue to da 
so to a greater extent in proportion to the 
rapidity with which you have restored to 
you the management of your own affairs, 

“It is not my purpose to offer criticism 
of what the director general may have con- 
sidered to be his duty in the premises. 
While I cannot agree and no man in this 
room will agree, that the reasons given 
were sufficient to withhold the appropria- 
tions and with the position taken, never- 
theless it has been taken, and we are com- 
pelled to accept It. 

“On April 80 last all means for the sup- 
port of the organization were thus cut off 
and I found myself in the position of he- 
ing required, personally, to provide the 
money to keep it alive, or see a creation 
of five years’ work go in the scrap heap.

IN WRECKING HOR 


Newport News, Va., November 11. 
Riotous scenes accompanied the cel- 
ebration here tonight of the coming 
of peace. Tnousands of soldiers and 
sailors took possession of the city. 
Street cars were wrecked, restau- 
rants were raided, plate glass win- 
dows smashed and bonfires were 
made in the streets from anything 
that could be moved. Delivery'wag- | 
ons were wrecked and burned. Al- 
leged high prices charged for food 
were said to be responsible for the 
raids on restaurants in which much 
food was carried off and considera- 
ble property damage done. The car 
service was completely demoralized. 
Soldiers and sailors took possession 
of the cars, smashed windows, cut 
trolley ropes, broke trolleys and 
chased away the crews. The civil or 
military police appeared powerless 
to interfere. During the dav and 
early morning more orderly celebra- 
tions were held. All plants and 
stores were closed and thousands 
marched in parades. 

After the mobs had forced the sus- 
pension of the street car service, 
closed every business place on the 
principal streets and had done thou- 
sands of dollars worth of damage, 
two companies of guard troops were 
ordered out, and they are now pa- 
trolling the streets with fixed bay- 
onets. They have the situation un- 
der control and are requiring every 
one, civilian and soldiers and sailors, 
to leave the streets. A number of 
people were slightly hurt. Major 
Percy Hamilton, who attempted to 
remonstrate with the rioters when 
they raided a restaurant in which he 
and his wife were dining, was struck 
by a brick thrown bv a sailor.

Washington, November 11.—The 
terms of the armistice with Germa- 


- My were read to congress by Pres- 


ident Wilson at 1 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon. 

Assembled in the hall of the 
house, where nineteen months ago 
senators and representatives heard 
the president ask for the declara- 
tion of war, they today heard him 
speak the words which herald the 
coming of peace. 

The president spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Congress: In 
these serious times of rapid and 
stupendous change it will in some 
degree lighten my sense of respon- 
sibility to perform in person the 
duty of communicating to you some 
of the larger circumstance of the 
Situation with which it is neces- 
Sary to deal, 

The German authorities who have, 
at the invitation of the supreme war 
council been in communication with 
Marshal Foch have accepted and 
Signed the terms of armistice which 
he was authorized and instructed 
to communicate to them. These 
terins are as follows: 

I—Military clauses 
front: 

One—Cessation of operations by 
land and in the air six hours after 
the signature of the armistice. 

Two—Immediate evacuation of 
invaded countries, Belgium, France, 
Alsace-Lorraine, Luxemburg, so or- 
dered as to be completed within 
fourteen days from the signature 
of the armistice.

Four—Surrender in good condition 
by the German armies of the follow- 
ing equipment: Five thousand 
Zuns (two thousand five hundred 
heavy, two thousand five hundred 
field, thirty thousand machine guns. 
three thousand minenwerfer, two 
thousand aeroplane (fighters, bDomb- 
ers, firstly, D. seventy-three’s and 
night bombing machines). The abuvve 
to be delivered in situ to the allies 
and United States troops in accord- 
ance with the detailed conditions 
laid down in the annexed note. 

Five—Evacuation by the German 
armies of the countries on the left 
bank of the Rhine. These countries 
on the left bank of the Rhine shall 
be administered by the }bocal au- 
thorities under the control of the 
allied and -United States armies of 
occupation. The occupation of these 
territories will be determined by 
allied and United States garrisons 
holding the principal crossing of the 
Rhine, Mayence, Coblenz, Cologne, 
together with bridgeheads at these 
points in thirty kilometer raidius on 
the right bank and by garrisons 
similarly holding the strategic 
points of the regi ns. A neutral 
zone shall be reserved on the right 
of the Rhine between the stream and 
a line drawn parallel to it forty 
kilometers to ‘the east from the 
frontier of Holland to the parallel 
of Gernsheim, and as far as practi- 
cable a distance of thirty kilometers 
from the east of the stream from 
this parallel upon the Swiss fron- 
tier. Evacuation by the enemy on 
the Rhine lanis shall be so ordered 
as to be completed within a further 
period of eleven days, in all nineteen 
days after the signature of the 
armistice. 

‘Here. the president interrupted his 
reading to remark that there evi- 
dently had been an error in trans- 
mission, as the arithmetic was very 
bad. The “further period” ¥ eleven 
davs is in addiiton to the fourteen 
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days allowed for evacuation of in- 
vaded countries, making twenty- 
five days given the Germans to get 
entirely clear of the Rhine lands. 
All movements of evacuation and 
occupation will be regulated accord- 
ing to the note annexed.

Six—In all territory evacuated 
by the enemy there shall be no 
evacuation of inhabitants; no dam- 
age or harm shall be done:to the 
persons or property of the inhabi- 
tants. No destruction of any kind 
to be committed. Military estab- 
lishments of all kinds shall be de- 
livered intact as well as military 
sicvres of food, munitions, equip- 
ment not removed during the pe- 
riods fixed for evacuation. Stores 
of food of all kinds for the civil 
population, cattle, ete., shall be left 
in situ. Industrial establishments 
shall not be impaired in any way 
and their personnel shall not be 
moved. toads and means of com- 
munication of every kind, railroad, 
waterways, main roads, bridges, 
telegraphs, telephones, shall be in 
no manner impaired. 

Seven—All civil and military per- 
sonnel at present employed on them 
shall remain. Five thousand loco- 
motives, fifty thousand wagons and 
ten thousand motor lorries in good 
working order, with all necessary 
Spare parts and fittings shall be 
delivered to the associated powers 
within the period fixed for the evac- 
uation of Belgium and Luxemburg. 
The railways of Alsace-Lorraine 
shall be handed over within the 
same period, together with all pre- 
war personnel and material. Fur- 
ther material necessary for the 
working ofwailways in the country 
on the left bank of the Rhine shall 
be left in situ. All stores of coal 
and material for the upkeep of per- 
manent ways, signals and repair 
shops left entire in situ and kept 
in an efficient state by Germany 
during the whole period of armi- 
stice. All barges taken from the 
allies shal] be restored to them. A 
note appended regulates the de- 
tails of these measures, 

Eight—The German command 
shall be responsible for revealing 
all mines or delay-acting fuses dis- 
posed on territory evacuated by the 
German troops and shall assist in 
their discovery and destruction. The 
German command shall also reveal 
all destructive measures that may 
have been taken (such as poisoning 
or polluting of springs, wells, etc.) 
under penalty of reprisals. 

Nine—The ‘right of requisition 
shall be exercised by the allied and 
the United States armies in occu- 
pied territory. The upkeep of the 
troops of occupation in the Rhine 
land (excluding <Alsace-Lorraine) 
shall be charged to the German gov- 
ernment. 

Ten—An immediate repatriation 
without reciprocity according to de- 
tailed conditions which shall be 
fixed, of all allied and United States 
prisoners of war.

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HEADED BY MASARYK 


Washington, November 11.—The 
Czecho-Slovak republic has begun 
its existence, and the Czechs and 
Slavs, now numbering about 11,000,- 
000 people, having thrown off the 
yoke of Austria-Hungary, become 
free for the first time since 1620. 
Thomas G. Masaryk,/formerly pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the Univer- 
sity of Prague, and since 1915 pres- 


council, which was recognized by 
the United States and the allies as 
a de facto government, has been 
selected as the republic's first presi- 
dnt. He is now in Washington, and 
was notified today of his selection 
by the council, which urged him to 
proceed immediately to Prague to 
take up further formation of the 
new government. 

President Masaryk will ave 
within a fortnight. He spent day 
preparing an address to the 2,000,- 
000 Czecho-Slovak residents of the 
United States. Before sailing he 
will complete negotiations with the 
authorities here for material aid to 
be given to the new nation and its 
armies, one of which is in Siberia, 
one in France and one in Italy. 

President Masaryk was informed 
of his selection by a cable message, 
which said Vice President Kramarz, 
now in Geenva, would take up his 
duties as acting president of 
Czecho-Slovakia. Dr. Edwarff Ben- 
esh, formerly of the University of 
Prague, who has been -selected as 
minister of foreign affairs, sent the 
message, which came through the 
state department by way of Paris, 
and was dated November 6. Dr. 
Milan Stefanik, a noted astronomer, 
who hes been at the head of the 
Czecho-Slovak army in France, has 
been selected minister of war. The
